Frederick  Thesiger  - later , a baronet  and  "Sir  Frederick"  - was  born 
in  St.  Vincent , West  Indies , and  grew  up  intending  to  study  law , 
appear  before  the  Bar  and  then  be  admitted  to  practice  in  the  West 
Indies.  In  his  early  years  he  served  in  the  Royal  Navy  ( possibly  as  a 
"Midshipman" , a position  often  obtained  by  members  of  the  landed 
gentry)  but  left  the  Navy  sometime  around  1807. 

A disastrous  volcanic  erruption  devastated  his  father’s  estates , 
decidedly  impoverishing  the  family.  Frederick  studied  law  and  decided 
to  practice  as  a barrister  (trial  lawyer  as  opposed  to  solicitor , a non- 
trial lawyer).  By  advice  of  a colleague  he  decided  to  try  his  skills  in 
England.  He  did  well , becoming  King’s  Counsel  in  1834,  Attorney 
General  in  1845,  and  then  was  created  Baron  Chelmsford  by  Queen 
Victoria,  and  became  a Privy  Councillor  in  1858. 

Eventually  retiring,  he  continued  active  in  judicial  work  both  in  the 
House  of  Lords  and  the  Privy  Council.  In  general,  Sir  Robert 
possibly  the  most  popular  leading  counsel  of  his  day.
